Secretary Says 
Come Week Is a 
Challenge To All 

For some weeks you have been 
seeing this word "COME". It has 
two meanings. First, it is a word 
made up of the first letter of each 
word in the theme for our Religious 
Emphasis Week— "Christianity Our 
Major Emphasis." Second, it is an 
invitation for every student, facul- 
ty member and member of the 
staff and administration to partici- 
pate in the very full program 
which you see outlined on this 
page. 

We are most fortunate in being 
selected as one of the 25 campuses 
of the United States to be visited 
by a University Christian Mission. 
It is only possible at present to 
have one of these Missions once in 
a student generation. The depart- 
ment of Evangelism of the Nation- 
al Council of Churches has invited 
the persons to whom you are in- 
troduced on this page to be our 
leaders during COME Week. 

"Christianity Our Major Em- 
phasis" does not mean that the 
emphasis is for this week alone, 
but embodies a challenge for all of 
us to make this an emphasis for 
life. You will have noticed that 
the theme is accompanied by a 
question directed at you, "What Is 
your Major?" Is it biology, history 
sociology, music— that is fine— for 
giving you certain satisfactions in 
life of a Minor nature. But what 
gives your life meaning and direc- 
tion and purpose— what integrates 
it all? Do these majors in college 
help you when the dreams and 
preparations of a life-time crumble 
because of "man's inhumanity to 
man" — do they satisfy one who 
despairs or is disillusioned? 

"Christianity Our Major Em- 
phasis!!' Never was such a major 
more relevant! This was the ma- 
jor emphasis of those who founded 
the way of life into which we have 
been born. Do you see any point 
in re-emphasizing this in our lives 
today? If you don't, I would like 
to give you a glimpse of the al- 
ternative presented to us by World 
Communism. 

These are the words of a Chris- 
tian philosopher and Lebanon dele- 
gate to the United Nations, 
Charles H. Malik: "Today .... 
those who see only the political, 
social, economic and military 
threat of Communism miss its true 
challenge as pathetically as did 
their predecessors .... Commun- 
ism is predicated on the emphatic 
(note: see their emphasis) rejec- 
tion of God .... Communist man 
.... is pathetically dehumanized 

severed from his divine origin 

and divine destiny; denied the 
spiritual principle which gives his 
reason access to the truth, which 
endows his conscience and will with 
the craving for the good, which em- 
powers his heart to love; im- 
prisoned hopelessly in this world 
of strife and frustration, here to 
center all his hopes and here to 
erect his paradise ... He is but a 
passing shadow of no duration, a 
fragment of no intrinsic or ulti- 
mate worth." 

Nearly a hundred persons on this 
campus and in this community 
have been planning for nearly a 
year to make this time valuable 
as a decisive experience in your 
life. It is the earnest prayer of 
each that you will come to know 
Jesus Christ as your Master and 
Savior, and through Him to dis- 
cover the Major Emphasis for your 
life.

Dr. Carl Wolf 
Dr. Carl Umhau Wolf, who is 
professor of the Old Testament 
at Chicago Lutheran Theological 
Seminary, has experienced a varied 
and interesting life. His most re- 
cent opportunity was that of doing 
graduate study in the Fellow 
American School of Oriental Re- 
search in Jerusalem. He is a for- 
mer chaplain, a recognized biblical 
scholar and one who dearly loves 
and understands young people. Dr. 
Wolf has published many articles 
in magazines and has written a 
book, Freddie, a story for pre- 
school children.

Dr. Robert W. Burns, pastor of 
the Peachtree Christian Church 
in Atlanta, Georgia, is a person 
from whom every student could 
gain a great deal, especially in a 
personal conference. An important 
phase of his church work is two 
hours every day set aside for per- 
sonal conferences with people from 
all sections of the Atlanta metro- 
politan area. Under the label of 
"The House of Help", this person- 
ality clinic has served hundreds of 
people. He understands people and 
is willing to help them solve their 
problems. He has answered many 
questions concerning courtship and 
marriage, in particular, and he 
will be ready and willing to help 
Mary Washington girls.

The rest of her time is 
spent "mothering" the 20 girls who 
are living at Windham House. 
These girls are working to get 
their Masters Degrees in Christian 
Education from Columbia Uni- 
versity.
